Miss Healey is teacher at the Pleasani 
Cove Public School and boards with the 
family of William Groppel. Each day 
after dismissing her classes she walks 
the two miles from her school to her 
boarding place. The road is rough and 
lonesome and in many places it passes 
between high bluffs and rocky defiles 

Over the telephone Saturday Miss 
Healey told a Post- Dispatch reporter 
how she was attacked and how she 
fought off the man.

Postmaster Wins Long Fight 
to Retain Office, Washing- 
ton Advices Say. 





It. was announced at the White House 
Saturday, according to a disputch to the 
Post-Dispatch from Washington, that 
the President has. decided to reappoint 
Frank Wyman as Postmaster at St. 
Louis and thus end the long fight for 
the office. 

The dispateh further stated that the 
President announced he woula send the 
name of Mr. Wyman tor confirmation 
Monday. 

Confirmation was obtained from Post- 
master-General Meyer, -who said: 

“This is merely in line with the pol- 
icy introduced two years ago of retain- 
ing in. office postmasters of presiden- 
tial as well as fourth-class offices who 
are now performing their duties satis- 
factorily.”’ 

Mr. Wyman Its at present in Washing- 
ton, having been summoned there by 
the officials of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment to answer charges brought against 
him by the St. Louis congressional dcle- 
gation in Washington. 

The charges, boiled down, merely ac- 
cuse the Postmaster of refusir.g to per- 
mit Republican politicai leaders In St 
Louis to dictate the conduct of his of- 
fice. 

Won't Concede Defeat. 

Republican politicians here will not 
concede that Mr. Wyman is to be re- 
appointed until his name is actually 
sent to the Senate. 

When Mr. Wyman is reappointed and 
confirmed he will have the unusual sat- 
isfaction of having been reappointed to 
a Federal office that pays $6000 a year 
over the combined protests of all three 
Repnblican congressmen from St. Louis. 
of the only Republican United States 
Senator from Missouri and of the city 
and State Republican committees. 

Mr. Wyman.was appointed Postmas- 
ter four years ago because the Presi- 
lent desired a business mian to succeed 
Fred. W. Baumhbhoff. His name was 
tuggested by his brother, Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Walter Wyman of the United 
States Marine Corps in Washington.

In a number of letters wag the state- 
ment that. the examiner wag aware 
Walsh had exceeded the legal maxi- 
mum he was privileged to lend any 
officer of the banhk. 

In several communications the threat 
was made that unless Walsh reduced 
loans to the legal amount, the Comp- 
troller would™be forced to take action. 
These warnings were given in 1903, 1904 
and 1906, As no improvement was 
shown in the latter year the banks 


‘Were closed and Walsh's indictment fol- 


lowed. 

The communications also revealed 
that the officials at Washington were 
aware of the use of the ‘“‘memorand- 
um - notes” by which Walsh is said to 
have operated. Walsh's attorneys in- 
terjected the aSsertion that such notes 
are used jin a majority of the banks 
and are permitted without any ques- 
tion as to their legality. The notes 
were described as a convenient means 
for “striking balances.” 

Besides loans aggregating $3,000,- 
000, the examiner knew of the 17 
notes for $92,000 each, the letters 
showed. The maximum amount Walsh 
could have loaned legally to any of- 
ficer of the bank was $100,000

East Side Undertakers Say 
Labor’s Demands Have 
Forced Advance. 








Alas, poor Yorick! The cost of dying 
has so greatly increased in East St. 
Louis that it is almost impossible for 
any but the wealthy to have nice, 
comfortable funerals like those which 
their forefathers enjoyed. 

An East St. Louis man can’t even 
come to St. Louis to have his funeral 
without paying the bridge arbitrary. 
Prices for everything connected with 
funeral services have advanced, with 
the single exception of footwarmers for 
the mourners. ; 

Under the new schedule of prices, put 
inte effect by the East Side under- 
takers Saturday, the price of carriages 
is advanced from $5 to $6 and the price 
of hearses from $10 to $12. , 

Material Costing More. 

Members of the East St. Louis Livery- 
men, and Undertakers’ Association say 
that the demands of labor and the price 
of materials has forced this raise upon 
them. 

A week ago the Carriage Drivers’ 
Unien asked for and received an ad- 
vance in salary from $12.50 to $13.50 a4 
week. They teok in the hostlers, harness 
cleaners and buggy washers at the same 
scale. 

The ‘“‘bosses’’ held a meeting and de- 
cided that the enly way to offset .the 
wage increase would be to charge more 
for carriages and hearses. 

“And that wasn’t the enly reason, 
either,” said one of the undertakers 
Saturday. “Everything is se high now 
that it is almost impessible to make a 
geod living out of funerals. Caskets, 
coffin hardware and trimmings haye 
advanced about 25 per cent in the last 
year. , 

“Lumber is up 20 per cent, so that it 
costs about $2 more than it fermerly did 
to make a plain pine box to put a cas- 
ket in. We used to buy feed much 
cheaper. The price of oats has ad- 
vanced from 32 cents to 58 cents a bushel 
and the price of corn from 4 cents to 
60 cents. We can’t feed our horses on 
breakfast food. 

“Labor in our stables is at least 10 
per cent higher than it used te be. A 
horse blanket, which we formerly 
bought for $2, costs $3, and a set of har- 
ness which we once got for $8 can't 
be touched for less than $210 now. It 
costs $75 a year to keep a rig weil 
equipped with rubber tires, for which 
we used to pay only $6. 

Footwarmers Cheaper. 

“Those little foot-heaters in the car- 
riages are the only things that haven’t 
advanced. Last year they cost 60 cents 
each and now we can get them for 50 
cents. 

“But the price of lots in the ceme- 
teries has gone up % per cent. A year 
ago you could get as good a grave dug 
as you'd want for $. Now the unien 
price is $4

ly, 1904, he says, she sued him for di- 
vorce. Jan. 29, 1905, they talked over 
their troubles and she promised to dis- 
miss her suit. A few days later he 
read in the newspapers that his wife 
had ebtained a divorce. 

He asked her about it and she denied 
that she had been in ceurt and said that 
if a decree had been granted it was by 
an error. Under the circumstances, he 
Says, they agreed to live together, as 
if no diverce had been granted.. To ap- 
pease possible adverse public sentiment 
they went to St. Charles and obtained a 
marriage license, but were not remar- 
ried. This was Feb. 6, 1905. 

Maulhardt Marriage. 

Moehring says they lived together un- 
til March 25, 1905, when he learned that 
his wife had, during three days that she 
was absent from home, from March 12 to 
15, gone to Unien, Mo., with Emil W. 
Maulhardt, and he says a marriage li- 
cense was issued to them there. 

He says that en March 25 she told 
him te ge away until she got her rela- 
tions with anether man straightened 
out. He did se, he avers, and she toek 
her furniture te the heme of Maulhardat. 

The allegation is made in the pe- 
tition that Mrs. Moehring-Meyer-

On a chair lay tie 
with big dark eyes 
thin, white face. It 
old, but was not much larger than a 
new-born child. A peautiful little girl 
2 years old clung to the mother’s skirts. 
The mother was Mrs. Annie Miller, 
whose husband died last July, after an 
iliness of many months, leaving her 
penniless. She was young, but bent 
and worn and ill from lack of proper 
nourishment. 

“Yes, it is hard,’’ said Mrs. Miller. ‘I 
could earn a living for the babies if I 
could get out to work, but I can't leave 
the boy, he is so sick all the time I 
don't get enough food myself to be able 
to nourish him properly. I feed him 
milk, and sometimes, when I have a 
little money, I get hint some prepared 
food. 

“I Haven't a Thought of Christmas.” 
“Christmas! I haven't a thought: of 
Christmes.

NEW YORK, Dec. 14—A little old 
man with gray hair and mustache and 
enjoying the best of health, slept in 4 
hospital cell in Sing Sing prison last 
night—although a free man. Jor 47 
years he had been a convict and now 
is free to go where he pleases. 

The man is Franz Hofmann, in years 


of service the oldest convict in New 


York State, and perhaps in the world. 
Forty-seven years ago Filofmenn was 
taken to Sing Sing a prisoner. He had 
been convicted of murder in the second 
degree and sentenced to imprisonment 
for life. Less than two months later 
he was transferred to Dannemora Pris- 
on. He remained there until two years 
ago, when he was transferred to the 
Eastern New York Reformatory. He 
remained there until last Tuesday, when 
he was taken back to Sing Sing. Last 
Thursday the Parole Board decided to 
release him on parole. 
Has Forgotten Crime. 

“It is true, I am afraid,’ said the 
old man when the invitation to go to 
New York was repeated. “‘When I was 
convicted I had been in this country 
only four months. They found me guil- 
ty of murder and sent me here for life. 
I tried to make the best of it. I re- 
member very little about the crime, 1] 
have tried to forget it. I was not in 
my right senses that night. 

“Tt had two brothers in the old coun- 
try, but not.a soul in America. I don’t 
know what has become of my brothers. 
Maybe they are dead. We had a war 
then. I think they believe I went to 
the war and was killed. I hope they 
think so, if they are living. I wouldn't 
want them to hnow where I have been 
since I left the old country. I came i: 
a sailing ship.’’

Penologists Advo cate Race Suicide and Death 
Penalty for Crooks.as Protection 
for Society. 





CHICAGO, Dec. 14.—A symposium on 
the treatment of the criminal and other 
social parasites was held at the joint 
meeting of the Physicians’ Club of Chi- 
cago and the Law Club last night. These 
two theories were advanced: 

Elimination of criminal children by 
sterilization. 

Treatment of criminals over 30 years 
old as habitual and either sending them 
to penal institutions for life or putting 
them away in some manner, possibly 
by the cemetery route. 

Dr. William T. Belfield was the advo- 
cate of the sterilization idea. He took 
up the biological aspect of the crimi- 
nal, and after tracing the development 
of the individual to the point where he 
became a danger to society, made a 
plea for race suicide. 

‘‘Morality is the arrest of the instincts 
by intellect,” he said. “‘A child is a 
savage. If he continues to improve 
slowly he has a chance to outgrow his 
tendencies before he is 30. Before that

he should be given all the care possible. 
But when a man commits a crime after 
3 he may be set down as a rule to be 
morally bad with no hope of improve- 
ment. For the mature criminal I would 
advocate permanent segregation, either 
by the penal colony or the cemetery. Theo 
indeterminate sentence with the parcle 
is a radical error for the man over 3). 

“The one hope of the material reduc- 
tion of the social parasite is in pre- 
vention. We must prevent the crimi- 
nals from breeding criminals. The 
great bulk of criminals inherit arrested 
development. The State has let them 
breed and impoverished itself to take 
care of their children. 

Dr. J. N. Hurly, secretary of the In- 
diana State Board of Health, told of 
“the Indiana movement,’’ which is the 
education of the prisoners in the Indi- 
ana Reformatory to allow themselves to 
be sterilized. More than three hundred 
of them have submitted to this opera- 
tion so far.

I thought we 
had .him once in Montreal, but he es- 
caped and was reported to be on the 
Continent of Europe, though we cou'd 
never learn where. 

‘The attorney, who says he is acting 
for Kelly, says the latter wants to re- 
turn to the United States, but that he is 
afraid to do so until the indictment 
against him is dismissed.

They Do Not Believe That 
“Brownie” Sawyer Took 
Her Own Life. 








The disappearance of a diamond ring 
and the presence of a scar on the fore- 
head of “Brownie” Sawyer have caused 
relatives of the young woman to ques- 
tion the Coroner’s jury’s verdict of sul- 
cide by carbolic acid poisoning. Mrs. 
Cc. L. Currier of Beatrice, Neb., and 
J. G. Sawyer of Omaha, who came to 
the city Saturday for the inquest, ex- 


press a determination to press the in- 
vestigation further. An explanation of 
these two points, they say, will go far 
toward solving the mystery surrounding 
the death of the elegantly gowned young 
woman in Forest Park Thursday morn- 
ing. 

Frances Sawyer owned two almost 
identical diamond rings, each set with 
three diamonds. She wore both these 
rings when she visited Mrs. Currier last 
June. One was among the effects when 
the body was taken in charge by the 
Coroner. By testimony in connection 
with the cese, which substantiated the 
fact that Frances Sawyer usually wore 
both rings, it is thought that the motive 
for her suicide may be explained if the 
ring can be found. One theory is that 
the girl may have returned it to a 
wealthy broker whom her friends say 
jilted her. 

Disowned After Marriage. 

“IT cannot believe that Pearl, who 
was my baby, could have committed 
suicide,” Mrs. Currier said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Saturday. “She 
never in her life, to my knowledge, 
suggested such a thing. When my 
mother died years ago she left Pearl, 
then a tiny girl, to my care and I 
cared ror her and sent her to school 
until she was married. My father, 
who now lives in Chicago, disowned 
her for that marriage and four years 
ago she divorced William Ostrander, 
her husband. 

“One reason why I am not convinced 
that Pearl committed suicide is be- 
cause she confided to my sister, Mrs. 
W. A. Smith of Omaha, while there on 
a visit last June, that she had a per- 
sistent admirer who wanted to marry 
her and when she refused he threat- 
ened to kill her. She often talked of 
a young man by the hame of ‘Her- 
bert,’ I do not know what his last 
name is, but he was a traveling sales- 
man for a candy and gum company. 

Face Badly Burned, 

“I cannot bring myself to believe that 
Pearl would have destroyed herself in 
this horrible manner. She was pretty 
and proud, but now the mouth and 
chin are terribly burned with the flery 
acid. There ig a mystery back of the 
disappearance of that ring. I intend to 
see some of the people she knew here, 
and see if I can’t find owt where that 
ring is.”"

PASSING JUDGMENT ON THE SALOON. | 

“Prohibition is threatened in the State and will 
become an accomplished fact,” said the late grand 
jury in its report, “if the liquor interests are not 
divorced from politics. They are too largely rep- 
resented and it will be safer for them as well as 
best for the public if there shall be a decided 
decrease in their political activities.” 
This is something like holding a pistol close to 
a man’s head -and threatening to shoot if he 
makes a move to save himself, but there are 
truth and reason and justice in the grand jury’s 
statement. 

The saloon and the saloon keeper have long oc- 
eupied a conspicuous place in politics, partly be- 
cause they have profited by it and partly be- 
cause many of the people have found it con- 
venient to make use of them. In the country the 
tavern is political headquarters and if the keeper 
have elements of popularity, as is usually the 
case, and an ambition in that direction, he may 
easily aspire to minor office. In large sections 
of a city the saloon is the only public house, and 
ic naturally becomes a rallying point. 

Probably there would be no great outcry 
against the saloonkeeper in politics if he did not 
happen in too many cases to be of a low type, 
immoral, sordid, ignorant and corrupt. Not all 
of our politicians who come under this classi- 
fication are saloon keepers by any means, but 
when to all these is added a hateful occupation 
the indictment seems to be complete. 

Back of the saloon keeper are powerful inter- 
ests possessing wealth and respectability which 
should be able to exert a wholesome influence 
upon him and his kind. In most places these in- 
terests seem to have preferred to find represen- 
tatives in public life in the persons of saloon- 
keepers and so the combination between financial 
strength and moral weakness has been close and 
frequently scandalous. 

Brewers and distillers cannot be driven out of 
politics any more than lawyers or farmers can 
be, and to threaten them with destruction is most 
certainly to send them into politics more fiercely 
than ever, but they can be persuaded to mend 
their ways. They enjoy vast privileges and they 
owe much to their fellow men. Some of them 
have recently shown a proper appreciation of 
their responsibilities as well as their perils. If 
all would do so they would save themselves and 
the people a great deal of trouble. 

There is not much doubt that the present pro- 
hibition movement in the South and West is 
aimed more particularly at the saloon than it 
is at the use of liquor. Saloons are voted out in 
many places where liquor still is consumed in 
the usual quantities. If the wise men at the 
head of the liquor business would be honest with 
themselves and others, they would willingly ad- 
mit that there is a reason for this condition of 
affairs. 

The conviction is growing that the tough sa- 
loon, the degraded saloon keeper and the vicious 
saloon politician and office holder are directly 
traceable to the support and sympathy which they 
receive from liquor interests higher up. It is dif- 
ficult to reach these evils through popular action. 
A brewery or distillery, or a combination of the 
two might put many of them out of business in 
short order. 

The liquor interests have trified with public 
opinion for a long time. They have put forward 
their worst instead of their best. If they do not 
relish the judgment which is being visited upon 
them they should ¢all in their plug uglies and 
crooks and put forward as their representatives 
men of a superior grade. They have plenty of 
them.

There are many colored ball tearns 
in the country today that are playing 
almost as high-class ball as the teams 
of the major leagues, and only their 
color is keeping them out of the major 
organizations. In Chicago, Cincinnati, 
Cleveland and Pittsburg the strongest 
colored teams are now playing.

WITH BIG DEAL 





New York and Boston Make Trade 
Involving Eight Different 
Players. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—One of the 
largest exchanges of players ever re- 
corded in Major League baseball, was 
effected at the conclusion of the Na- 
tional League meeting here, when the 
New York National League team ex- 
changed Frank Bowerman, catcher; 
Cecil Ferguson, pitcher Danie Mc- 
Gann, first baseman; George Browne, 
right flelder, and either William Dah- 
len, shortstop, or John Hannifan, sub- 
stitute for Fred Tenney, first base- 
man Thomas Needham, catcher, and 
Al Bridwell, shortstop, all of the Bos- 
ton National League team. 

The exchange was effected by John 
J. McGraw, manager of the New York 
club, and Joseph Kelly, the new man- 
ager of the Boston Club, who were 
in conference for nearly an hour. 
Several other deals for exchange of 
players were under consideration, but 
none was consummated. Several of 
the magnates left for their homes to- 
night. 

Business Is Completed. 

The business transacted at the 
league meeting included the adoption 
of an amendment to the constitution 
providing that waivers of players 
once requested cannot be withdrawn. 
The magnates agreed that the maxi- 
minum price at which a player might 
be purchased should be $1600 instead 
of $1000, the previous amount. ‘ 

The new Board of Directors mei 
after the adjournment of the league, 
and increased President Pulliam’s sal- 
ary $2000. President Pulliam will 
now receive about $12,000 a year. 

Several reforms suggested by Pres- 
ident Pulliam that dates be fixed au- 
tomatically for. the playing off of 
postponed games, to prevent seven- 
inning games and the so-called “arti- 
ficial double-headers” were laid over 
for the joint meeting of the two 
leagues next February, 

Must Fix Clubhouses. 

The representatives of the Chicago, 
New York, Brooklyn and Pittsburg 
clubs announced that they would fix 
their houses for visiting players. Va- 
rious committees were appointed, in- 
cluding the Playing Rules Committee, 
which this year will consist of Presi- 
ie R thongs Manager Frank Chance

Persons May 
Have Letters Addressed 
to Mr. Claus. 


UNCLE SAM ORDERS IT 
Postmasters Are Instructed to 
Respect Claims of Char- 
ity Societies. 





WASHING.CN, Dec. 14.—In past 
years many communications have been 
received hy the Postoffice Department 
requesting delivery of so-called ‘Santa 
Claus” letters to philanthropic societies 
and others in various parts of the coun- 
try, but the requests have always been 
denied, the Department taking the stand 
that letters of importance would be 
classed. with ‘Santa Claus’’ letters 
through error; that it would be exposing 
to private parties confidential corre- 
spondence; that the letters might con- 
tain valuable enclosures, and that such 
a practice would not be in keeping with 
the principle of the sanctity of the mails. 

Now; however, Postmaster-General 
Meyer has adopted a more liberal atti- 
tude toward the children, as indicated 
by his action of today in issuing an or- 
der to Postmasters all over the country 
(to whom letters full of trust and plead- 
ing are coming in such numbers from 
the little ones), to let the people of their 
cities know through the newspapers that 
mail addressed to Santa Claus will be 
Gelivered to any responsible persons who 
will undertake to act as Santa Claus’ 
agents in the matter. 


Letters to Be Divided. 

The order follows: Ordered that here- 
after and until the close of the first day 
of January, 1908, postmasters are di- 
rected to deliver all letters arriving at 
their respective postoffices addressed 
plainly and unmistakably to ‘Santa 
Claus)’ without any other terms of ex- 
pressions identifying the person ~ for 
whom such letters are intended. to any 
regularly organized charitable society 
in the city or town of address, to be 
used exclusively, for philanthropic , pur- 
poses. In the event that claim should 
be made by more than one such society 
for letters so addressed, such lettcrs 
will be equally divided according to 
number between or among the societies 
making such claim. 

As it was found that the name “Kris 
Kringle’ appears in various city di- 
rectories, it was decided, in order to 
avoid confusion and loss of letters in- 
tended for persons of that name, that 
the new regulation should apply oniv 
to Santa Claus, who appears to have no 
namesake.

Minister Weeps When He 


Tells Congregation of Un- 
successful Operation.

NEW YORK, Dec. 14—In a _ voice 
broken with emotion, Rev. Dr. John 
Lewis Clark, at the close of the prayer 
meeting in the Bushwick Avenue Con- 
gregational Church, Brvoklyn, last night 
announced to the congregatior that his 
eacrifice to save the life of Mrs. Julia 
Ladson had been in vain and tbat the 
woman had died during the afternoon 
in the Bushwick Huspival. 

On Nov. 27, at the risk of contfacting 
blood-poisoning from Mrs. Ladson, the 
pastor allowed the surgeons of the hos- 
pital to connect the arteries of his right 
wrist with similar arteries of the pa- 
tient; then for two hours he lay per- 
fectly quiet as his healthy blood surged 
into the body of the woman while sur- 
geons amputated her leg. Dr. Clark 
agreed to submit to the transfusion of 
blood after a relative of Mrs. Ladson 
had failed at the critical moment. 

Doesn’t Fear Infection, 

When seen today by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, Dr. Clark said he was feel- 
ing perfectly well and had no fear that 
the disease which caused Mrs. Ladson’s 
death had communicated itself to his 
own veins.
